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EXPLANATIONS. 



IN the Card Catalogue, to which the following Index refers, the books of 
the library are carefully classified, according to the plan of decimal division 
and subdivision devised by Mr. Melvil Dewey, now Director of the New York 
State Library, and Secretary of the Board of Regents of the University of 
New York. Those who wish to acquaint themselves familiarly with the scheme 
of classification will find it detailed in the last pages of this volume. But, 
for ordinary purposes, the Index is intended to be so plain a guide to the 
catalogue cards, and to the contents of the library which are represented in 
them, that no such acquaintance will be necessary on the part of those who 
consult it. The directions (k> be followed are simply these : 

Find in the subjoined Index the subject on which it is desired to ascertain 
the resources of the library, and note the number or numbers printed opposite. 
Turn to the corresponding number in the Catalogue (which is numerically 
arranged ), and there, on successive cards, each bearing that number, will be 
found ( 1 ) the full, or nearly full, titles of all books in the library which relate 
specifically or mainly to the subject in question, and ( 2 ) references given to 
other books which relate to the same subject incidentally or in part, or which 
may be usefully consulted in connection with it. By means of these last 
named reference cards, the books of the library are, to an important extent, 
indexed as well as catalogued. Fiach book is designated and identified by 
two numbers, one which indicates its class, and the other its place in the class, 
and these two together, placed one above the other, must be given in calling 
for the book. On the cataloguing cards, the two numbers precede the book- 
title, in the upper left-hand corner ; but on the niference cards they follow the 
title, and only the Class Number is found in the upper corner. It must be 
remembered that the two numbers, placed fractionwise, wherever found on the 
card, are the ones required for the designation of a book. 
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Where there are other numbers on the left-hand margin of a card, below 
the two here mentioned, they are Class Numbers that indicate other subjects 
on which the book may be consulted. 

Books larger than the octavo size are assigned to bottom shelves, with a 
distinct series of Place Numbers, and the fact is signified by a letter "B 
marked before the Place Number. A similar marking with the letters "R, 
"S" or "T" indicates books still larger in size, having a special place, out of 
the regular shelf arrangement. Some other markings of the same kind merely 
indicate certain special shelf arrangements out of the regular order, which it 
has been necessary to make in the case of certain descriptions of books. 

Gazetteers and guide-books are classified with books of travel and geog- 
raphy, according to country; but, for the purpose of keeping them together, 
and distinct from others of the same geographical class, for readier reference, 
they have distinct series of Place Numbers, marked with the letter "W," and 
may always be found at the end of the book numbers in the geographical 
sections to which they respectively belong. 

In calling for a book which has any of these special marks, the marking 
letters must be given as well as the nimibers. 

Systematically, in the scheme of classification, the Class Numbers do not 
extend beyond three figures, 999 being the highest. Where a fourth figure 
appears, it is in the fractional form, and signifies a subdivision of the section 
that is numbered by the three figures preceding it. For example, 971 is the 
Class Number for History of the United States at large; but it has been found 
expedient to divide this history into five periods. Accordingly, works which 
relate only to the first period are Class-numbered 971.1 ; works which relate 
only to the second period, 971.2, and so on; while works which cover all the 
periods, or several of them, receive the primary Class Number, 971. 

The point to be understood is this, that these fourth figures, being fraction- 
ally appended to the regular Class Numbers, do not break the numerical suc- 
cession of the latter, which begin at 10 and terminate at 999.

When, in the Ihdex of Subjects, 'two or more numbers, not successive to 
one another, are referred to, there are different sides of the subject indicated, 
or different relations in which it may be found treated. 

When there are two numbers referred to from the name of a country, 
without explanation, the first one may be taken as a direction to works of 
travel and description, and the second one to works of history. 

When the reference from any subject is to certain successive numbers — as in 
79(5 to 799 (Athletic Sports), or in G36 to 63G.5 (Domestic Animals) — there 
is a subdivision of the general subject indicated, which cannot tilways be 
explained in the Index, but which is plain in the catalogue itself. 

When the reference is to several numbers with certain decimal recurrences 

• 

(as in "Fables, 819, 829, 839, etc.'*), the fact signified is a classification by 
country (Collections of fables, P^nglish fables, German fables, etc.), which will 
be readily discovered when the catalogue is resorted to. 

The following abbreviations are Qommonly used in the catalogue: Ed. 
editor, edited, or edition; tr. translated; rev. revised; enl. enlarged; cor. 
corrected; aug. augmented ; add. additions; imp. impi*oved ; pseud, pseudonym ; 
anon, anonymous; illus. illustrated; int. introduction or introductory; pref. 
preface ; biog. biographical or biography ; eng. engravings ; pub. published or 
publication; soc. society. 

The abbreviated names of places of publication, such as Lond. London; 
Edin. Edinburgh; Bait. Baltimore; Cin. Cincinnati, etc., can always be 
readily understood. 

The sizes of books are determined, not by the fold of the sheet, according 
to the old rule, but by an arbitrary scale adopted by the American Library 
Association. Books under one decimeter high are called 32^, and marked T; 
the next size, under 1.5 deci. 1G°, and marked S ; the next, under 2 deci. 12®, 
and marked D ; the next, under 2.5 deci. 8°, and marked O ; the next, under 3 
deci. 4®, and marked Qr ; all others Folio, without exact designation of size.
